1 . (currently amended) A method of playing a game of chance, the game 
being comprised of a series of individual rounds of play where in each round of play a 
win occurs if a plaver-selected combination of indicia matches a randomly generated 
combination of indicia, the method comprising the steps of : 

establishing a quantity of plaver-selected combinations of indicia which may be 
obtained: 

establishing a payout structure for the number of wins possible in the game: 
obtaining at least one player-selected combination of indicia; 
obtaining the plaver-selected number of rounds of plav: and 
for each individual round of play. 




obtaining a first randomly generated combination of indicia; 
determining whether at le ast on e of the at le ast on e player-selected 
combination of indicia matches the first randomly generated combination of indicia; 



obtain i ng a s e cond randomly g e nerat e d comb i nat i on of ind i cia; and 
determining whether at loast ono of th e at l e ast one play e r s ele ct e d comb i nation 
of i ndicia matches sa i d second random l y g e n e rat e d comb i nation of ind i cia, regardl e ss 
of wh e ther at loast on e of th e at le ast on e p l ay e r s ele ct e d combination of i nd i c i a 
match e d the first random l y g e n e rat e d comb i nation of indicia the total number of wins for 
the game .

3. (currently amended) The method according to claim 1, further comprising 
the step of d i vid i ng th e gam e into a s e ries of i nd i v i dual rounds of p l av wh e r ei n e ach 
round of play of th o s e r ie s i nc l udes d e term i n i ng wh e th e r at l e ast on e of th e at le ast on e 
play e r s ele ct e d combination of i nd i cia match e s a s i nglo randomly g e n e rat e d 
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combinat i on of i nd i c i a allowing the daver to stop the game and receive a pavout for the 
total number of wins in the stopped game . 

4. (currently amended) The method according to claim 3i, further comprising 
providing a nonlinearly increasing payout structure for a plurality of winning rounds of 
play.

6. (currently amended) The method according to claim 51, further comprising 
establishing at least one payout amount which corresponds to both the quantity of 
player-selected combinations and a quantity of randomly generated combinations of 
indicia matched with the at l east on e player-selected combination of indicia. 

7. (currently amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the step of 
obtaining at least one player-selected combination of indicia includes selecting a series 
of individual indicia from a set of indicia. 

8. (currently amended) The method according to claim 7, wherein the step of 
obtaining a fifst randomly generated combination of indicia includes randomly selecting 
a series of individual indicia from the set of indicia. 

9. (original) The method according to claim 7, wherein the set of indicia is 
organized in a plurality of columns of indicia. 

1 0. (currently amended) The method according to claim 9, wherein the step of 
obtaining at least one player-selected combination of indicia includes obtaining a player 
selection of a specified quantity of indicia from each column of the plurality. 

1 1 . (original) The method according to claim 1 0, wherein each of the at least 
one player-selected combination includes one indicium selected from each column of 
the plurality. 

12. (currently amended) The method according to claim 10, wherein the step 
of obtaining a fif6t randomly generated combination of indicia comprises generating one 
indicium corresponding to each column of the plurality. 

1 3. (currently amended) The method according to claim 1 , further compr i s i ng 
wherein the step of establishing a pavout structure ftf6t includes increasing the payout 
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amount which corr e sponds to matching at loact ono of tho at loaot ono player s e l e ct e d 
combination w i th any one of an ostab l ishod numbor of o li g i b le randomly generat e d 
comb i nations of i nd i cia bv more than double for each successive win during a game .

a step for randomly generating a first combination of indicia from a set of indicia 
corresponding to the plurality of player selectable indicia for each round of plav : 

a step for determining whether at l oaot on e of the at least one player-selected 
combination of indicia matches the first randomly generated combination of indicia for 
each individual round of plav :

21 . (currently amended) The method according to claim 2017, wherein the 
step for establishing a second payout amounts includes establishing tho oooond an 
exponentially increasing payout amount to b e mor e than tw i c e that of tho f i rst payout 
per additional win in a game . 

22. (currently amended) The method according to claim 17, further comprising 
a step for arranging the player selectable indicia in a matrix including a plurality of 
columns. 

23. (currently amended) The method according to claim 22, wherein the step 
for allowing a player to select at least one combination of indicia from the plurality of 
player selectable indicia includes allowing the player to select a specified quantity of 
indicia from each column of the plurality of columns. 

24. (currently amended) The method according to claim 23, further comprising 
a step for allowing the player to specify the quantity of indicia to be selected from each 
column of the plurality of columns. 

25. (currently amended) A method of conducting a lottery game, the m e thod 
comprising the steps of :

establishing a lottery game comprised of a plurality of individual rounds of play 
where in each round of play a win occurs if a player-selected combination of indicia 
matches a randomly generated combination of indicia;

26. (currently amended) The method according to claim 25, wherein the step 
of requiring a player to become eligible for a plurality of rounds of play includes requiring 
the player to provide a total wager amount corresponding to a plurality of individual 
wager amounts, each individual wager amount corresponding to an individual round of 
play. 

27. (currently amended) The method according to claim 25, wherein the step 
of providing a nonlinear payout schedule include s providing a first each successive 
payout associated with a first winning round of play and a second payout associat e d 
w i th a s e cond winning round of p l ay wher e in tho cocond payout is more than twice the 

< first previous payout. 

28. (currently amended) The method according to claim 27, furth e r compr i s i ng 
wherein the step of providing a third nonlinear payout schedule includes each 
successive payout associated with a third winning round of play wh e r e in th e third 
payout is mor e than tw i ce th e socond t hat is exponentially greater than the previous 
payout. 

29. (currently amended) A system for facilitating a lottery game, comprising; 
at least one indicia generator configured to generate a plurality of random 

combinations of indicia; 

a set of player selectable indicia; 
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a device that generates a payout structure for the number of matches possible in 
the lottery game: 

a selecting device configured to allow a player to obtain at least one 
player-selected combination of indicia from the set of player selectable indicia and to set 
the Quantity of generation of the plurality of random combinations of indicia : and 

a processor configured to determine a number of matches between at l oact on e 
ef the at least one player-selected combination and a the player- set quantity of the 
plurality of generated random combinations of indicia and determine a pavout based 
upon the pavout structure . 

30. (currently amended) The system of claim 29, wherein the plurality of 
generated random combinations of indicia is drawn from a set of indicia corresponding 
to the set of player selectable indicia. 

31 . (previously presented) The system of claim 30, wherein the set of player 
selectable indicia is organized into a matrix including a plurality of columns of indicia. 

32. (previously presented) The system of claim 31 , wherein the selecting 
device is configured to allow a player to select a specified quantity of indicia from each 
column of the plurality. 

33. (original) The system of claim 32, wherein the selecting device is 
configured to allow a player to determine the specified quantity of indicia to select in 
each column of the plurality. 

34. (previously presented) The system of claim 29, further comprising a wager 
collector configured to collect a wager amount corresponding to a specified quantity of 
sequentially generated combinations with which the at least one player-selected 
combination is eligible to be compared. 
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
